It originally featured two 
players who wcntPback to the beginnings of postal diplomacy Dick 
Schultz and Jock Root. Root, however? had to bow out before the 
game began 9 to be replaced by Roland Tzudiker* 

From the first an alliance was apparent between Russia and the 
peripheral powers, England, Italy and Turkey, At the same time, 
it was apparent that Schultz, with the largo number of common 
borders between France, Germany and* Austria, had the bettor position* 
His showing in 1901 was very strong, and his position was improved 
when Tzudiker missed a "Fall 1901" retreat without making a compen- 
sating build, leaving Italy short one in 1902, 

Schultz launched a strong attack into Italy from France, with 
heavy support from Austria. This soon overwhelmed Italy, isolated 
from its allies, and it went under in 1903° Schultz also threw 
France and Germany against England, successfully containing that 
country for several years (and, eventually, overrunning it;. Turkey, 
however, in cooperation with Pecry*s Russia, made mincemeat of the 
Austrian front, reducing that country over a period of five years 
to nothing* It was soon obvious, however, that even the immediate 
alliance of Russia with England, Italy, and Turkey was hard put to 
contain the central powers. A delay of any length would have been 
fetal* 

After making good headway against his enemies, Schultz foil 
into one of his periodic lapses, and in Winter 1902 John McCallum 
took over the central powers „ McCallum was at this time playing a 
position identical to Tzudiker *s in slab IV, Jhere Derek Kelson was 
the central powers and John^ Smythc was Russia, (In that game, 
things proceeded even better for the central powers, with Smythe 
and McCallum .conceding to Nelson after three years.) 

The extra power of the Tzud;lker~Peery alliance, however, began 
to takes in toll in 1903 as the central powers were steadily 
forced backward* In 1903 Peery began to take centers off of his ally 
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as well, apparently giving him the alternative of facing an alliance 
cf the central powers and Russia- This is 5 of course , the way a 
lone power must play it, and by the end of 1903 Peery was almost 
as big as one of the triumvoratos * By 190? he was as big as either 5 
and by 1 906 he was the largest power on the beard.

EDMONTON (2 March 1969) Canadian Royal Mounted Police headquarters 

here today revealed the hijacking of tho 
Vancouver-Toronto Express passenger-freight train of the Canadian 
National Railway system last evening. The dally express, The Cana- 
dian Arrow, is considered Canada's nost prcstigoous adventure in 
modern communication. The high-speed express (up to i J rO mph) train 
makes the trip from Vancouver to Toronto in less that 50 hours and 
provides the utmost in passenger comfort and safety* News of the 
hi-jacking took authorities completely by surprise and a total press 
blackout was imposed once the 'hijacking had been announced. 

CROVJSHEST PASS (3 March 1969) Canadian Royal Kcunties revealed 

from their temporary headquarters 
near here at Coleman that the missing Canadian Arrow had last been 
spotted ascending the h^k^O foot Crowshest Pass early last evening. 
Mount io sources refused to comment further except to say that a com- 
plete network of surveillance had been established throughout the 
entire area. All roads in the area have been sealed off, local

VANCOUVER (3 March 1969) Canadian National Railways announced today

Arrow closely, KcCallum said, "The Arrow usually drops off my mail 
every' week and I noted that on the morning of the 2nd my mail had 
not been delivered, In addition to my copies of J^n£, £ks M§JLI 
Street Joj^jU., Playboy, and Grau stark 1 had not received my monthly 
p 0 nsT 0 n~cho ck * Naturally I was concerned and checking with tho local 
stationmastor I discovered the train had not passed by at all.

"Frankly I do think the Ilounties have been sniffing up the 
wrong tree, I don't think KcCandlish was tho target of the hijacking

OTTGWA (h karch 1 969) Following an emergency cabinet session. 

Premier Pierre Lake today revealed that the 
hijacked- Canadian Arrow had been carrying in several sealed boxcars 
some 100 ? 000 crates of California oranges purchased from the United 
States Grange Energy Commission <. The oranges were destined for tho 
Suf field Experimental Station where experiments into the nature of 
orange power have been carried out for some months . Canadian physi- 
cist Derek Nelson, developer of the poa-bonb, the mushroom gash, the 
cauliflower virus, had been supervising the tests. The disappearance 
of the oranges conslstutcs tho gravest national emergency since tho 
fruit represents enough destructive power to wipe out most of 
Canada . 

WASHINGTON D.C. (4- Karch 1 969) Junior Senator from California,

the floor of the Senate (where he had been sleeping since last Fri- 
day^ beer-bust in the cloakroom) to attack tho Administration 1 s 
policy of selling oranges, even to a friendly state. Defense Sec- 
retary James Dygert lashed out at Greene from the Pentagon, calling 
him yellow and afraid of the real power of oranges in world affairs* 
Mrs. Godfrey Cambridge, widow of the former Congressman from Georgia, 
announced she would lead a picketing of tho White House by the Ameri- 
can League for tho Establishment of a Blueberry Society, President 
n Tricky Norm" McLecd, camping at Camp Run a much, was unavailable for 
comment * 

3K0GKDMCHUCK (5 March 1969) Royal Mountlos announced here today 

that they had recovered hundreds of 
crates used to hold, oranges from tho hijacked Canadian Arrow. The 
crates were found dumped down an abandoned mine shaft near here* Sig- 
nificantly, the shaft was located in the wild terrain of the Hughes 
Range, indicating the hijackers had an intimate knowledge of the local 
terrain , No clues to the location of the train or its passengers 
have been founds 
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SACRAMENTO (6 March 196.9) California Governor Rob Perkins, back 

from a fund-raising trip in Watts, an- 
nounced that the California Citrus Commission's chairman, Conrad 
von Mctzke of Cement City 9 had been suspended pending the out-come 
of the Governor's Blue-Ribbon investigating commission* s report 
of the sale of oranges to Canada,, Chairman of the commissions 
Dorothy Chandler , told the Los, Ai^elos Times she was opposed to the 
Governor's naming of a blue^rfbhc-n commission and declared she would 
insist its colors be changed to greene and blue paisley* 

PRIDDIS (7 March 1969) The first big break in the hijacking of the 

Canadian Arrow came today when Mounties 
announced the discovery of the train ! s caboose abandoned here at 
the Turner Oil Fields. After inspecting the caboose John McCallum r s 
only comment was, "Very Interesting, but stupid i ,? McCallum was soon 
to bo rolling several orange seeds in his right hand as ho left the 
train. Reporters noted that McCallum was showing signs of the strain 
of the investigation* His normally limp walk had given way to a 
saunter. His normally natty dross of Irish tweed had been replaced 
by leather jacket and mountain boots. Obviously , McCallum was super- 
sleuthing. 

VANCOUVER (8. Kerch 1969) Premier Pierre Lake arrived here this 

morning by airplane to begin an on-the- 
spot investigation into the disappearance of the Canadian Arrow, 
Lakers arrival came following his narrow victory in a vote of no- 
confidence in Parliament yesterday. Lake's Progressively Dependent 
Socialists defeated the Independent Confusion Party's bid to over- 
turn the Government on a 1^—123 vote. 

VJHISEY GAP (8 March 1969) Local press agents noted that John 

McCallum was hero this morning to pick up 
his usually large monthly order of Canadian whisky. However, McCallum 
ha:d nothing to say about rumors that he had switched from using 
orange mixers to lime following the Premier's banning of the sale of 
oranges in Canada* 

PERRYVALE (9 March 1969) The missing Canadian Arrow train was found 

here this morning abandoned on an off -the- 
main-track siding of the Edmonton-Athabasca route. The train, minus 
its caboose, was found by Smokcy Lake, noted game hunter, who was 
searching the area for an escaped convict from the Albertan Provin- 
cial Prison ? Rillie Soul Koning, who make a fortune as a wheeler- 
dealer in Ottawa, -selling blueberry storage vat space that didn't 
exist to blueberry growers is Grossest Point. John McCallum, flown 
to the town aboard the Premier's own DH-12 Gocncyblrd, searched the 
train and then commented only to reporters, iT Very interesting, but 
stupid I" McCallum then disappeared from view in the Gocneybird. 
The train revealed no clues to the location of the crew, passengers,

RALSTON (10 March 1 969) Famed John McCallum has done it again! 

He has solved the disappearance of -che 
Canadian Arrow. Today at his retreat hero McCallum told reporters

sound in tho small town of Blaeberry. Reporters, Mountio author i~ 
tics-, and tcusands of local ml lit iamon rusod to the town -~ and sure 
enough — finding the missing passengers. 

BLAEBERRY (10 March 1 969) In an interview here Canadian Governor- 

General Sir Lan McCandlish revealed 
today that tho Canadian Arrow bad not boon hijacked at all but had 
departed from its normal route at the request of the passengers 
who decided to .make a stop in Blaeberry and sample its famous fruit. 
As all Canadians know, the blaeberry is considered the perfect 
fruit since it has no seeds or pits, no thorns, no peels , or any- 
thing else to detract from its siraplo beauty and excellent taste. 
Blaeberries, except for their rarity, would probably be the most 
popular fruit in the world* 

When asked what had become of the thousands of crates of oranges 
McCandlish told reporters, "After sampling the local fruits we de- 
cided the existence of oranges was a travesty and an offense and 
against the gods, so we burned what few remained. Of course, most 
of them were used as fuel for the train on the trip here. In fact., 
if you look closely you can see the orange pale floating over most' 
of the Canadian Rockies, tho results of burning thousands of oranges. 
However, perhaps this burning of oranges will make people realize 
their deadly nature and instead turn everyone to tho blaeberry, 
which is a truely lovely fruit, " 

Reporters also asked McCandlish how the 24-5 passengers and 30 
crew members got along in the small town, which lacked facilities for 
so many visitors, n 0h, it wasn't bad* Of course, with 275 people 
trying to share the one public rcstroom it got a little crowded but 
as long as there were enough fruits to go around no one minded. Ac- 
tually, it was s unique experience in togetherness, if you know what 
I mean." 

Finally, reporters asked David Francis, tour director of CNR, 
how he felt about tho whole thing. "Well, of course tho place will 
never be the attraction Las Vegas is, or the Gold Coast, or National 
City, or East 58th Street, or Times Square, but it does have possi- 
bilities. ■ It seems a shame to lot all that fruit go to waste*. Maybe 
we can get Del Monte or Howard Hughes to open a cannery and commer- 
cialize the crop J' 

RALSTON (11 March 1969) Reporters today contacted John McCallum for 

his final observations about the Case of 
the Disappearing Canadian Arrow. McCallum silently pointed out a 
large neon sign recently constructed near his house that states? 
"THE TRAIN D0ESN8T STOP HERE ANY MORE. 11 Then, as ho disappeared 
among the orange trees surrounding his house, reporters heard him say 
in a husky voice, "Very interesting, but stupid,"

Later, refugees from partially 
destroyed Versailles confirmed the obliteration of the capital of 
France, crushed by a giant pomegranate, over a mile in diameter *

Au cc-ntraire, John ( (Boardman) ) , it Is possible to have the 
SaLic Law and the Duke of Windsor tec. Most people apparently assume 
that selection of a monarch involves some magic time-honored unchang- 
ing ritual. In truth, the people of a notion are the only judge of 
Legitimacy, and the principle cf legitimacy is whatever the law says 
it is* Thus, -no one can question the right of Elizabeth II_to sit 
on the throne, because She docs so in conformance with the English 
law. ((Which is not Salic Law.)) My contention follows the following 
line of arguments 

a. All nations are monarchies. Republics are merely monarchies 
with an elective monarch, but which could choose to have an hereditary 
monarch* In such an instance, the nation can choose a new dynasty or 
select one on a "legitimist" principle. The latter is preferable if 
available . 

bo Obviously, tho only family which has any claim to the Throne 
of the United States arc the heirs of George III. The various Stuart 
pretenders cannot bo considered because they are not legitimate 



claimants under English law (which was in effect in this country 
until 1775/63 or perhaps as lata as 1783 in some portions). This 
ncans the hairs of George V, Now, when Edward VIII (who was actual- 
ly Edward XI) renounced his crown, he specifically stated which 
thrones he renounced. He did not renounce the throne in America, 
to which his family has more legitimate interest than any other/ 
((Family, or throne?)) 

e. Of course, Edward might not wish to take a new Kingship, 
This leaves us with two choicest Prince Albert ? son of Queen Eliza- 
beth II 5 or one of the brothers of Edward XI. The latter seems 
preferable. Prince Albert stands too close to the Throne of England, 
and he is at present too young, anyway. 

do Once an American monarchy is established, we, too, must 
establish rules of inheritance* The Salic Law seems the best solu- 
tion, because placing a woman on any throne is a wholly ludicrous and 
unmoritorious suggestion. Actually, we should have a JSS^iflM Salic 
Law; only a male may inherit, but inheritance may pass through the 
female line in the event cf a lapse of direct male succession. This 
practice is in fact justified by practice in (e.g.) France, in which 
'che succession did pass through the female line when direct male 
succession was impossible. 

o. Thus, the royal succession in America should road? Eliza- 
beth, James I, Charles I, Charles II, Janes II, Anne, William and
